Jells its readers (hat June is the most dangerous month in the 
year. This is because more people, particularly children, are 
in the open, called but by nature at its best. "It is in June," 
says the paper, "the month when the gales of all outdoors are 
flung wide open, that the accident curve rises lo its highest 
point. There are more fatal motor accidents, more children 


.. killed or maimed in one way or another, more tragedies of 


.drowning in June than in any oilier month." 


The paper then goes on to say that street intersections and 


Swimming boles are focal points of danger and calls attention 
lo a bulletin in which the State Safely Council urges local 
committees lo combat Hie risks of June. Itis suggested thai 
"the 
police be encouraged lo pay particular attention to Hie 


motorists who have a way of dashing pasl blind corners. This 
is plain common sense, for .police officers find their duties 
easier if they are made lo feel ihat Hie public is with them. 
Every growl of a speed maniac held up for reckless driving 
should be answered by Ihe applause of al leasl two good citi- 
' teens commending an officer who has done his duly. The 
con- 


scientious uniformed man, 
who is the best friend of Ihe child 


*U play, deserves every possible ounce of support." 


That is true, but ii is not the whole truth. Not only should 


.police forces be heartily supported in their efforts to safeguard 
children in (he streets and while al play; they should be 
sup- 


ported in no uncertain way in their arduous, and many times 
dangerous, task of protecting Ihe entire public every day in 
the year. 


But for some reason which if would be difficult to explain 


too large a portion of the public has fallen inlo Ihe habit of 
criticising policemen and underrating the value of (heir ser- 
vices. On Ihe streets of almost any city one may hear the 
police charged with inefficiency and neglect of duty, if not with 
actual cowardice. There arc many who appear to believe thai 
the policeman is out for his salary and any graft that ma> 
come his way, 
and that for these he returns to Ihe municipalil) 


jusl as lillle service as he can and "gel by."' 


There never was a more unjust suspicion or accusation. 


While there are undoubtedly individual instances of lapses 
from duty on the part of policemen, the fact remains that, as a 
body, Ihe police forces of American cities are composed of con- 
scientious and fearless men who faithfully perform their full 
duty lo (be public by which they are employed and which 
looks lo them for protection againsl Ihe reckless and 
Ihe 


lawless. 


And nothing is truer than that policemenl find their duly- 


easier when they realize that the public stands squarely behind 
1hem. This is true of any public servant, but especially true 
of.JJie men who have lo face hardships and dangers of which 
the. public knows lillle, and rin too many instances, appears to 
care less. The curbstone crilic is never safer than when in- 
veighing against the police and charging them with all sorts 
of shortcomings, and particularly with "never being in sight 
.when needed."

Jl is charitable lo believe (hat this is more Ihe result of habit 


than of deliberate inlenl lo injure the guardians of [he law, but 
it is a habit that should be broken al once and forever. 
It is 


not only a cowardly habit, but a dangerous one. When dis- 
orderly elements hear reputable citizens talking lhal way they 
are encouraged lo thwart and even defy (he officers of (he law, 
who in 99 cases out of. 100 are conscientious, reliable and (me 
;to Iheir obligations, at whatever cosl lo themselves. 


The police stand by (he public, and Ihe public should stand
